Well, I always used to think 
that I would be able to tell an 
undercover nark by his "vibes", but 
I found out that I was wrong by a 
long shot. I was busted by a cop who 
not only wore plain clothes, but 
wore scruffy jeans, had long hair, 
and hung out smoking pot with me on 
many occations. He was introduced to 
me by a person I've known for years 
and considered a friend. I don't 
know if my friend deliberately set 
me up or if he was taken in too. I 
do know that the police reports my 
lawyer obtained said that 
information was supplied by an 
"anonomous informant." I believe 
that the cops had been watching me 
for a long time before the bust came 
down. I've learned that there was an 
investegation by a combined county, 
state, and federal "anti-drug 
taskforce" and I believe this same 
kind of multi-level cop-cooperation 
is happening in a lot of areas in 
the USA right now.

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TO SUB SOUP: 


Your zine is obviously a passionate labor of love, and yet one more 
indication to me that zines are a force capable of uniting the fringe by 
providing information cheaply and with minimal editing. Congratulations on 
making it through your first year! As a former Floridian, it's good to see 
the South rising again. 


In the Spring 92 issue, you say that if we don't speak out about the 
bullshit, we "don't deserve to be Americans." This implies an important 
point, one that is too often lost on the so-called "counterculture." 


Recall that the American revolution was actually an British revolution, 
because it was lead by a vanguard of British subjects who were restoring the 
rights that they felt entitled to as Englishmen - rights that had been 
painfuily forged from tne Magna Carta, through the various English 
revolutions, down to July, 4, 1776. These rights included representation and 
the right to privacy (no quartering troops in civilians' homes for instance). 
It was not a foreign power they were fighting against, it was their own 
government. Though this fact caused a great deal of psychological trauma 
among the Revolutionaries, they took their role as citizens seriously. 


After 1776, home-rule allowed people to forget about rights and think 
mostly about money.  Tocqueville saw this happening as early as the 1830s, 
and although he was no friend of democracy, he did detect a sickness in the 
American psyche. Jefferson, too, saw it shortly before his death, when he 
claimed that "all, all is lost." 


A similar situation faces us today. We've ceded our freedoms not to a 
foreign government, but to our national corporate-war state. We've traded 
our citizenship for consumership. No foreign power says "In order to be a 
fully recognized member of your community, you must spend the first quarter 
of your life having your independence and imagination crushed by a self- 
serving bureaucratic monopoly (school), at the cost of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, so that you still might become 'redundant' once you meet the job 
"market," because by God we must beat the Japs and that means just-in-time 
layoffs!" 


No foreign power says that "in order to get to your job, to your food, 
and to your friends and family, you must purchase a $10,000 smogmobile and 
dammit it better be an American smogmobile!" 


No foreign power says that "in order to change your perception, you must 
not grow and smoke wild weed but instead purchase highly processed (and 
profitable) legal drugs such as booze and cigarettes, to line the pockets of 
the admen, stockholders, and other tax-break-gangsters!" 


The American corporate-war state decrees the above, everyday, through 
its highly-paid apologists in the governing and news chanceries, talk shows, 
and advertizing agencies. : 


We must see the vast corporate-war state for what it has become: a 
holding company for tax-and-capital bullies who decide what our "needs" are 
and then appoint themselves the only "certified" professionals -- be they 
doctors, lawyers, or brewmasters - who can meet, and thereby profit from, 
those mandated "needs."

Now, for this very reason, pot drives these people crazy - they know 
what would happen to the "work ethic," to sales of alcohol, tobacco, and 
firearms, not to mention visits to psychiatrists and sales of prescription 
drugs, if pot were grow-your-own. They are scared shitless and will do 
anything to stop the legalization movement, including poisoning the pot 


supply. 


This situation is becoming worse. Voter turnoff shows that the ballot 
box will no longer suffice. We must start locally through cells across 
America. A Boston Tea Party would be laughed at now as yet one more media 
event. Marijuana smoke-ins are a good idea but we need to bridge a major 
cultural gap: the corporatocracy: has done a damn good job painting us a 
radicals and long-haired irresponsibles and people see us on TV and freak. 


First, we must take our role as citizens seriously. SUB SOUP is doing 
that. We must take advantage of the tools of modernity: videocameras, 
public access TV, zines. The Rodney King video taught us a lesson: if we can 
expose the spirit-killing miasma of the corporate-war state, we can make in- 
roads, even among those who fear us. Show a video of a puking chemo patient 
and maybe people will understand the need to give (not sell) these people 
weed (however, the corporate-war state will likely stipulate that "legal pot" 
will have to meet certain standards - and then will appoint itself as the 
guardians of those standards. Control by Phillip Morris, the Food and Drug 
Administration, and local zoning regulations will follow. This too must be 
resisted). 


But that won't be enough. Other steps will be more difficult but we 
must take them. We must create neighborhoods where cars are unnecessary and 
where we can walk or bike to jobs we like. We must declare local zoning void 
and decide, face-to-face and without mediation by bureaucracies-supported-by- 
vested-interests, where we want our jobs and farms - preferably within 
walking distance of our homes. Single-use zoning is a full employment act to 
the auto and oil industry, for it stipulates that houses will be way over 
here, while food shall be way over there, and jobs shall be way, way over 
there. Don't let the autocrats fool you by saying "that will cause massive 
unemployment in Detroit." They have already done that despite their zillion 
dollar paychecks! 


We must grow our own food and pot - or, at least, buy food and pot from 
farmers we know. These farms must be located within biking distance of our 
homes. We must refuse to send our children to state schools, and instead, 
teach them ourselves and give them faith in their own abilities. We must 
refuse to support day care centers just so our two-income families can 
support extravegant liftsyles. Day care centers sign away vital parenting 
functions to subcontractors. Some of us will go to jail for this, but if we 
video, zine, and PC the news to our brethren, we can raise bail. 


I would like to open a dialogue with your readers on how to do this, 
especially, how to create these cells and how to dispel this erroneous image 
of us as drugged-out threats to decency. We must take control of our own 
lives. We must reassert our citizenship in a nation where, still, we have 
some choice and freedom. We must demonstrate that we take citizenship 
seriously. We must turn on and tune-in, but we must not drop out. 


We must get off our asses and not be afraid!

SENATOR CONNIE MACK PUSHES FOR BAN 
ON OFFSHORE OIL DRILLING 


Senator Connie Mack, along with Senator Bob Graham, co-sponsored an 
amendment to the Energy Bill to protect Florida's fragile ecosystem. 

The amendment would have created a 100-mile buffer zone around the state 
prohibiting new leases; place into law the president's moratorium for new 
leases off the Keys and Southwest Florida; and authorize a study to explore 
ways to buy back existing leases in the moratorium area. 

Unfortunately, the Senate accepted only the moratorium language, but 
Senator Mack has vowed to continue to fight for the enviroment. He needs to 
get your letters of support and encouragement (along with telling him about 
why hemp should be re-legalized, with an emphasis on its enviromental 
aspects).

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RACISM 


The War on Drugs has 
been part of an on going 
racial conflict since the 
first anti-drug laws were 
passed. 


According to the papers 
published from 1910 to 1920 by 
newspaper tycoon William 
Randolph Hearst, "the majority 
of Negroes raping white women 
could be directly traced to 
cocaine." This type of 
"journalism" continued for 10 
years, until Hearst decided it 
was not cocaine, but marijuana 
that that was causing blacks 
to rape whites. 


To the Public Safety 
Commisioner, New Orleans 
District Attornies, and New 


Orleans newspapers during the 


same period, (1910-20) 
marijuana's unique "evil" 
influence apparently showed 


itself in making the "darkies" 
think they were as good as 
"white men." 


In fact, 
being blamed 
refusal 
to wear 


marijuana was 
for the first 
of black entertainers 

blackface, and for 
hysterical laughter by Negros 
under marijuana's influence 
when told to cross the street 
or to go to the back of the 
trolley, among other things. 


The racism continued in 
New Orleans, where whites were 
fearful that black musicians, 
rumored to smoke pot, were 
spreading "voodoo" music that 
"forced even decent white 
women to tap their feet," and 
eventually planned to overtake 
the whites. This was the birth 
of Jazz.

For 15 years, the media 
police, and public had almost 
no idea that the marijuana the 
"darkies" were smoking was 
just a weaker version of the 
various cannabis concentrate 
medicines most of them were 
raised on, or that an even 
stronger version of the same 
drug was smoked at the local 
"white man's" hashish parlors. 


Racists continued to 
write articles and passed city 
and state laws without 
knowing the truth for almost 2 
decades, mainly because of 
Negro's and Mexican's vicious 
"insolence"* due to the effect 
of reefer. 


Ж Vicious Insolence- 
Between 1884 and 1900 3,500 
documented deaths of black 
Americans were caused by 
lynchings; between 1900 and 
1917, over 1,100 were 
recorded. The real figures 
were undoubtedly higher. It is 
estimated that 1/3 of these 
Tynchings were for 
"insolence," which consisted 
of: looking, or being accused 
of looking, at a white woman 
twice, stepping on a white 
man's shadow, looking a white 
man directly in the eye for 
more than 3 seconds, or not 
going directly to the back of 
the trolley. 


The racist whites 
figured that the only thing 
that would cause Negroes and 


Mexicans to be "insolent" 
would be marijuana. 
AM of these racial 


fears were the basis of the 
"Jim Crow" Laws until the 


and the 
rug War 
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1950's and 60's. These are the 
laws that Martin Luther King, 
Jr, the NAACP, and general 
public outcry have finally 
began to change. 


In 1915, California and 
Utah passed state laws 
outlawing pot for these same 
racist reasons, but directed 
at the Chicanos through the 
many newspapers of publisher 
William Hearst. 


Colorado did the same in 
1917. Its legislators used the 
example of Pancho Villa's 
rebel army, whose "drug" of 
choice was supposed to be 
reefer. The Colorado 
Legislature thought that the 
only way to prevent a racial 


bloodbath and the eventual 
overthrow of the  whites' 
racist Jaws, attitudes, and 
institutes was to stop the 


spreading use of marijuana. 


Mexicans under 
marijuana's influence меге 
demanding humane treatment, 


looking at white women, and 
asking that their children be 


educated while the parents 
labored in the fields, and 
other "insolent" demands. 


Using pot as an excuse, the 
white racists could then use 
force and rationalize their 
violent acts of repression. 


This  "reefer racism" 
does not stop here. In 1937, 
Harry Anslinger (the latter 
day Bob Martinez) told 
Congress that there were 
between 50,000 and 100,000 
total marijuana smokers then 
in the U.S. and that most of 
them were "Negroes, Mexicans,

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and entertainers," and their music-jazz and swing, were what marijuana had 
produced. He said this "Satanic" music and the use of marijuana now also 
caused white women to seek sexual relations with Negroes.1 


Today's racial conflict continues with the focus back on cocaine. "It's just 
easier for police to nab small-time crack dealers during street sweeps in poor 
neiborhoods that are predominantly black than to follow the trail of the big 
drug distributors who happen to be white." So it's not surprising that almost 
half of those arrested nationwide for possession and sale of drugs are black, 
yet studies by the National Institute for Drug Abuse show that fewer than 15X 
of drug users are black.2 


Isn't it time that the world sees who the real victims of the "War on Drugs" 
are? Isn't it time that ‘the people who want treatment for their problem get 
it? Isn't it time we re-legalize marijuana and educate the public and the 
media of the true facts about it? If you think it is time for all these 
things, it's up to you to see that it happens.

Several insitutions do not want you to know this information. 
One is your own State revenue office. The first wonderful and simple 
truth is that you do mot have to register with any government office 
anywhere.Many groups do because they are still under the illusion that 
authority in America flows from the government down to the people. When 
they register with the State they then have a very expensive piece of 
paper that proves they exist. 

If you feel you need a document that gives you the authority to 
create and operate your own hemp group, get yourself a copy of the 
Declaration of Independence & The Constitution of The United States. A 
This is your official permit to assemble, to speak, to publish a news- 
letter, to bear arms and even to "alter or to abolish""any form of 
government" that dewies you the Right to "Life,Liberty and the Pursuit 
of Happiness".These documents not only give you the right to abolish 
the present government but they state that it is your "duty to throw 
off such Government". Even the Holy Bible tells us that the Governments 
of this world are all "ordained by God". That certainly includes our 
own Government "of the people" which contains within it's own "Declaration" 
& "Supreme Law of The Land" a written mandate of responsability to 
overthrow our Government when it no longer serves the people. Therefore 
if you would like to have a document of even greater authority for your 
hemp group, I suggest you get a copy of the Holy Bible. When Peter and 
the apostles were simply speaking the truth in public and were told to stop, 
they responded by saying, "We ought to obey God rather than men". 

The only reason to ask the Government for a permit is when you become 
involved with raising money. "Fund raising" easily becomes a distraction 
as well as an obsession.

Accept money when it is offered 
but avoid pursuing it. When people ask how they may help, tell them of 
your specific needs. 

In order to draw the right people to you, first sit down with paper 
and pen and decide what kind of image you wish to project. Create a name 
and logo that fulfils your own vision.. If you feel comfortable with it, 
please feel free to use the T.E.A.C.H. name & logo. and simply add your 
own city, county or state to the title. Use TEACH literature and add your 
Own phone number & address.This will save you the expense of typesetting. 
If you use someone elses literature I suggest, as a courtesy, that you 
leave their address and number intact and add something like,DISTRIBUTED 
LOCALLY BY:(your number, name and address). 

If you do not need cannabis for a serious medical condition, I suggest 
that you take'a sabbatical from smoking for awhile. This will allow you to 
be far more effective. You also won't need to Spend money to rent a post 
office box. Use your home address. "Ye are the light of the world. A city 
that is set on a hill cannot be hid"(JESUS). The police already know your 
address. Don't restrict your effectiveness by trying to hide from the 
people you want to reach. 

In every community there are small advertising tabloids who will gladly 
accept your 3 dollars for a simple phrase like:"MARIJUANA CAN HEAL PEOPLE, 
THE PLANET & THE ECONOMY.T.E.A.C.H.(904) 763-6812." 

Most Callers will request literature. Rather than demanding that they 
send a stamped self addressed envelope, you can mail them info immediatly 
by using a one cent stamp and letting them

500 people for $5.00 as opposed to $145.00. This is completly legal 

and though there is no longer a "postage due" stamp, this will 

accomplish the same result. However when writing your congressman or 

anyone else who hasn't solicited hemp info, it is important to use the 

full amount for postage. Though the post office seldom demands the 28 cents 
anyway, it just doesn't look very impressive when you are writing the 

media and government officials. 

Often people will ask to come to your home or want to know if you 
have regular meetings. One way to resolve this need for personal contact 
and at the same time reach hundreds of people is to rent a table at your 
local flea market. This can range from 2 to 5 dollars for the entire 
day.It is not necessary to set up a high profile "hemp booth". In fact 
a few crafts,or stuff from home you need to get rid of, will pay for 
the table and lots of copies of literature to pass out freely. Also you 
won't scare people off before they have a chance to meet you and hear 
the truth about "marijuana".It will also insure you getting and keeping 
a table at the flea market. Then when people call and want to "meet", 
tell them to come by the flea market on Sunday afternoon. Besides many 
people are afraid to come to a "hemp" meeting,but will feel comfortable 
at the flea market.Often activist will wear camouflage clothing even 
though they are operating in the middle of a city. Think about it. 

The chameleon is the master of camouflage.Learn from him. 

You will find people from all walks of life wanting to help. Accept 
it and do not worry whether or not they might be the police. Always 
remember that you are handling words of truth. An undercover police 
officer in your midst is a great oportunity to witness,as is having your 
phone bugged.Light never needs to fear darkness. Besides, copies made 
at the local police station are just as good as the ones made by your 
local head shop. 

Finally,here is the most economical source of help of all.There is 
a 900 number that you can call 24 hours a day for hemp info, facts and 
advice. It is only $1.95 per minute.(1-900-988-4637). However,there is 
also an 800 number if you can't afford to "Ask Ed". You don't even need 
a phone. It is the poor-mans-remote. Stop right there where you are and 
take a slow deep breath. Be still, ask and listen.

I could be found in Drive 
Ins inventing my own dialog (Sheena, Queen of the Jungle 
became a heart-warming musical comedy). My artistic 
awareness became atrophied so severely, that I obtained a 
B.S. in B.A. (Please, I still can't talk about it.) 


The nightmare ends as I discover little pockets of movie art 
yet the search is as arduous as the Quest for the Grail. I'd 
like to share some finds in hopes that information will 
promote awareness, support & an expanding market for 
alternative & foreign film. 


Almodovar is a Spanish director who specializes in presenting 
characters and life-styles which are insane and loads of fun. 
He's the creator of LABRYNTH OF PASSION, TIE ME UP/TIE ME 
DOWN, HIGH HEELS & WOMEN ON THE VERGE OF A NERVOUS BREAKDOMN. 
Women on the Verge struck a personal cord because it presents 
an accurate portrayal of why women fall for jerks and just 
how unhealthy a habit that is. Initially, we share the 
protagonist's paralyzing depression and denial as her lover 
dumps her via telephone answering machine. In a burst of 
awareness, she burns their bed and the film moves into warp 
drive. Each scene accelerates the emotions as imagination & 
coincidence are increasingly stretched & twisted, spinning 
into a whirlwind of bizarre slapstick & Bam! The Eye of the 
Hurricane. 


Another favorite is THE COOK, THE THIEF, HIS WIFE AND HER 
LOVER. This film has a disturbing story line and some 
remarkably vile characters yet Peter Greenaway's vivid 
cinematographic panache and relentless humor create à sensual 
masterpiece lush with horror, stimulation and vindication. 
Helen Mirren (who played the evil Morgana in Excaliber) is 
strictly devine as the elegant, oppressed and convoluted 
WIFE. 


Akira Kurosawa's DREAMS is perfect for the foreign film 
novice as it consists of several short works. The whimsical 
& optomistic are full of visual poetry and stunning beauty. 
Mr.K also shares his darkest moments, most involving nuclear 
irresponsibility, in flat smokey black & white. Overall, we 
are given the gift of choice: the ugly futility of war and 
greed; the graceful timeless importance of simplicity.

PANAMA CITY BEACH ~ A 
Florida Panhandle woman who 
‘ought prosecution for using тпагі- 
juana in her treatment for AIDS 
and later crusaded for the rights 
of others to get such treatments 
died Saturday at her home.

WASHINGTON — The govern- 
ment says Americans suffering 
from AIDS, cancer and glaucoma 
can't use marijuana to ease their 
plight. Officials say the drug 
might make them sicker. 

The Public Health Service said 
Tuesday that only 13 people al- 
ready smoking marijuana legally 
for medical purposes will be al- 
lowed to continue.
